SIR, 


Ithout a Preamble that might be Te. 
dious, I ſhall proceed to the Marter 
propoſed, in relation to their Religion, Go— 
verniment, Laws and Actions; and as no Ma: 
can expett to ſee Order and Contufion inter 
mixt in one and the ſame Tranſaction, fo 
you cannot reaſonably ſuppoſe that I ſhould 
be Methodical to a Nicety, in relating the 
Proceedings of the Quakers, as they Govern, 
Preach, and Cant. But however, 

Firſt, As to their Religion. 

We. need not to Conſult Antiquaries to 
know its Original; for, Sir, there are Thou- 
ſands in Erg/and that can make Affidavit of 
its Infancy, 1 2 voce; tho for the moſt part 
they are apt to Boaſt, that they are the Anti- 


ent People called Quakers; and ſome of _

will pretend very confidently, that they are 
the only Succeſſors of Chriſt and his Apo- 
ſtles; but moſt certain it is, that if there be 
any thing of Antiquity on their fide, they 
muſt acknowledge Hymeners and Alexan- 
e, whom St. Paul Excommunicated for their 
Founders, as well as S:zmon Magus, and his 
Followers the Gnoſticks, jor their Religion, 
(if a Man may fo far intrude upon Chriftia- 
nity as to give that Denomination) is indeed 
nothing elſe but a confuſed Mixture and 
Compoſition of thoſe Peſtilent Errors, which 
in all Ages peſtered the Church of God; they 
(or which is moſt Probable, the Jeſuits for 


them) having Ript up old Hereſies to make 


1 New Hodge-Podge of Religion, which is

Here 
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Here ate others, who frequently and pub- 
lickly Allegorize the Sacred and Divine Ora- 
cles of God, contained in Holy Scripture ; the 
bitter Paſhon and Glorious Reſurrection of 
our moſt bleſſed Lord, as did the Valentini- 
ans, and the Family of Love ; moſt audaci- 
ouſly and Nay imputing all rhe Suffe- 
rings of Chriſt in this Mortal! Litz to have 
been fully compleated in their own Fubborn 
and defiled Carcaſſes, under that which they 
called Cruel Perlecutions in the Reign of 
King Charles II. | 

Again, here are ſome ſo extreamly Eleva- 
ted and Pufted up with Spiritual Pride, as 
to make themſelves equal with Chriſt, and 
his holy Apoſtles, both in reſpect to Sanctity 
and Inſpiration ; making their holy Nonſence 
and Blaſphemous FEffuſions to have as much 
Authority, and to be Equivalent to the Re- 
velations of the Holy Ghoſt; and upon this 
Ambitious Conceir they give no Salutations to 
any but to thoſe of their own Fraternity, or 
thoſe whom they think are endowed with 
the ſame Power from on high, in Imitation of 
Donatus and his Followers. 

Here are others that pretend to be ſo Pure 
and Undefiled, fo full of Sanctity, Holineſs 
and Innocency; fo Upright and Juſt in all 
their Actions, both Moral and Divine; and 
think themſelves arrived to the Perfection of 
Angels, and glorified Saints Triumphant in 
Heaven, as in defiance to Saint John's Evan- 
gelical Phraſe ; they ſtick not to Lie, and ſay 
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they have no Sin, as did the Carpocrati 

ans, Pelagians, Donatiſts and Adamites. 

I think, Sir, all of this Se& in gencra! 
are fallen our (as it were into a diſlike with 
that iweetnels Chriſtianity obliges to, and 
thoſe Sacraments that are the Ties of Union 
and Communion, together with the Goſpel 
that ſo inſtantly * it; perſwading them- 
ſelves, that the very Inſtitutions of our Lord 
Jeſus Chrift are but Types and Sahdows : 
poſitively affirming. that every Man and Wo- 
man amongſt them hath a more ſure Word 
of Prophecy within themſelves ; and that 
God muſt be ſerved without all politive Or 
dinances ; and accordingly they aſcribe the 
Flowings and Overflowings of their Gid- 
dy Brains, the Movings and Impulſe of thcir 
own Whimſical Spirits, to be the Motions 
of the All-ſurmounting Spirit of God within 
them, as did the Samoſatenians, as it thc 
Holy Ghoſt, the Spirit of Truth, Order and 
Sound Judgment, would forget his wonted 
Motions, and inſpire them with Fal{hood, 
Whinings, Snivellings, Gruntings, Groanings, 
Curſes and Blaſphemies ; moreover, they U- 
nanimouſly cry down, not only the Obſerva- 
tion of Feſtival Days and Faſts, but even the 
very Sabbath it ſelf, making all Days alike, 
as did Aerizs. And when they do Aſſemble 
themſelves rogether, their Principal Labour 
is to Decry the uſe of Sacraments, Prayers, 
Praiſes and BenediCtions, tho' they powerful. 
Iy Extol and Laud their Preaching, - and 
Holding forth, after the Example of the He- 
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raclians and Henricians : In ſhort, they are all 
pure in their own Eyes, but abominate as Dogs 
and Swine all but themſelves, as did the Old 
Scribes and Phariſees ; giving to Pious and 
Devout Chriſtians Scandalous and Infamous 
Appellations, as Worldlings, Hell-Hon::4s, 
Belly-Gods, Traytors and Rebels two Truth 
and Light, Prophane Ranters, Foxes and Fire- 
brands, Idolaters and Idols, with many other 
ſuch like black and diſmal Compellations, 
which they would fain perſwade the Wcj1d 
is the Language of the Holy Ghoſt. 

And tho' they hold, that a Deluge of Pic- 
phaneneſs and Debauchery, Impiety and 
Wickedneſs, Murther, Enormity and Athe 
iſm, hath ſpread it ſelf as an Epidemical l- 
nundation over all Mankind, excepting their 
own- Hypocritical, Dogmarical and Lunatick 
Party ; yet they count it unlawful, under the 
Goſpel, for the Civil Magiſtrate to puniſh 
Heinous Ottences and Capital! Crimes with 
Death, or to go to War, either Offenſive or 
Defenfive, (it the Occaſion be never ſo Juſt 
and Honourable) or to Swear in any Cauſe 
for the Glory of God. for the Ending of 
Strife, and tor the Vindication of Man's 
Rights, tho it be according to God's exprels 
Command, in Truth, Righteouſneſs and 
Judgment, as did the Eſſenes, the Jewiſh Pu- 
ritans, and the Manichees, who were Subborn 
and Selt-conceited Hereticks. 

Thus, Sir, by theſe Inſtances you may 
plainly {ce Quakeriſm and Herelie go Hand 
in Hand; for moſt certain it is, that old He- 
| B 4 relics 
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refies long ago Condemned, Dead and Buri- 
ed, have here found an unhappy RefurrcEti- 
on, even to the Terrovr and Amazement of 
all that are Orthodox. Pious and Religious, 
inſomuch that this City and Province ſeems 
to be the Head Quarters of the Legions, 
and the Rendevouz ot Hell, the very Sink 
of all Herefies and Blaſphemies, and the 
Kennel where all the Filth of Religion Diſ- 
gorges it ſelf and Diſembogues. 

And to the end that this Grim and De- 
formed Mats of Hypocrifie, Atheiſm, Paga- 
niſm, Judaiſm and Mahometaniſm. now cal. 
led Quakeriſm. might like a Contagion dit- 
fuſe ir ſelf into the Neighbouring Provinces, 
here are Annually and Monthly certain Friends 
of the Miniſtry (as they are Enſtiled) of both 
' Genders, who having no Habitations or A- 
bodes for their outward Tabernacles, rove 
up and down the adjacent Colonies, and 
without any Decency, Order or Decorum 
according to the Movings of their ſeveral 
Humours and 'Fancies, at once both propa- 
gate their Poyſonous and Facinating Dottrines, 
| and at the ſame time Cram their Guts with 
[| the beſt Fatables and Potables; and alfo vent 
| their Commodities to the beſt Advantage; 
| ſerving in that Criſis of time both God and 
Mammon after their own way. 

In this Province, indeed, formerly we had 
daily Riding to and fro. from Meeting to 
Meeting, even to the Death of many a 
| "Horſe, (for the Holders forth did then Gy- 

gantize ſo powerfully, that they N. to 
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ſhew Mercy to their Beaſts) hnt fince the 
lare Sickneſs, and Trade (which is the very 
Soul and Life of Religion here) decaying, by 
reaſon of the Peace Concluded hetween the 
Engliſh and French, their burning and 
faming Zeal ſeems to be ſomewhat cooled, 
inſomuch that the Mceting-Houſes are feldom 
open above once a Weck, unleſs as it happens 
ſometimes that the Mapgor bites on a ſud- 
den, and then you would think ſome new 
Devil was come to Town ; and many Hands 
were required to {end the poor Friend pack- 
ing, Hic Labor hoc Opus; firſt William leads 
the Van like 4 mighty Champion ot War, 
attling as faſt as the Wheels of his Leathern 
Conveniency; after him follows the migh- 
Dons, according to their ſeveral Movings; 
ind then for the Chorus, the Feminine Pro- 
phet's Tune, their Quail Pipes. for the ſpace 
of Three or Four Hours; and having ended 
$5 they began, with Howlings and Vawlings, 
flums and Haws, Gripings and Graſpings, 
they ſpend the remaining part of the Day in 
faſting each other; the Morrow they go 
Into the Country, and ſo on from Mecting- 
Wiouſe to Meeting-Houſe, *rill, like the Eaft- 
un Armies in former Times, they have de- 
ured all the Provifions both tor Men and 
beaſt round about the Country, and then the 
pirit ceaſing them, return home to their 
In outward Abodes. |

ligion ; Keith intending to draw nearer to

2 Novel Doctrine, as if they had never heard 
of Chriſt Crucihed before, or at leaſt had ne. 
ver taken any notice of it; and being con- 
trary to their own Poſitions, utterly rejeCted 
the ſame ; this gave Birch to a great Divi- 
ſion amongſt them, and many flocking to 
Keith, they inſtantly entred into a Publick 
Diſpute, but in the Sequel Keith was to 
hard for them all; not only having a better 
Cauſe to defend. but alſo being a Man o

Hand, Loyd being then Deputy Governou 
under illiam Penn, inſtead of arguing fair! 
as 2 Brother of the Quill, made ule of hi 
Authority both Eccleſiaſtical and Civil 
with Extraordinary Severity ; he and hi 
| Crew Interrupting Keith, by pulling hi 
if down when Preaching, and by {ſhuffling hi 
and his Party about the Meeting-Houſe 
and tho they did not ſtrike after the ma 
ner of the Wicked, yet they were pleaſe 
nt to Trample upon their Toes, and to Sna 

| and Grin at them, not like God's Lamb 
(as they uſually call themſelves) but lit 
Dogs, Woolves and Bears, declaring the 
| Diſſenters, and Apoſtates from Truth al 
| Light ; at length the Loydians, by Virtue 
their Leader's Authority, ſeized upon fever 
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of, Keith's Followers, and committed them 
to their Common Goal, dragging them along 
the Streets like Dogs, and there kept them 
doſe prifoners from their own Habitations.
